WASHINGTON (UPI) — President Nix­ 
on today signed with stated reluctance 
a bill giving him the authority to invoke 
voluntary and mandatory 
credit 
con­ 
trols — a step 
which 
he currently 
does not plan to take. 
The legislation was designed primar­ 
ily to preserve the authority of a fed­ 
eral supervisory agency to regulate in­ 
terest paid by banks and savings and 
loan associations. The chief executive 
had no objection to this aspect of the leg­ 
islation. 
He did object strongly, however, to 
sections of the bill authorizing voluntary 
and mandatory credit controls. 
These sections, he said in a state­ 
ment, would, if invoked, 
“take the na­ 


tion a long step toward a directly con­ 
trolled economy and . . . we can weak­ 
en the will for needed fiscal and finan­ 
cial discipline.” 
The President signed the bill shortly 
after 
Sen. William Proxmire, D-Wis., 
chairman of the congressional Joint Eco­ 
nomic Committee, released parts of the 
text of a letter he wrote to Nixon urg­ 
ing him to sign the bill and apply govern­ 
ment 
credit 
controls 
over business 
spending in the fight against inflation. 
Proxmire called the administration’s 
monetary and fiscal policis “a dismal 
failure” in curbing capital outlays by big 
business. 
But Nixon said, “ These aspects of theie 
bill made the decision to sign it a very

The contract to build the 
single-seat, twin-engine super­ 
sonic jet was the first such pact 
let during the Nixon Adminis­ 
tration, and will eventually be 
one of the biggest in Pentagon 
history. The selection of Mc­ 
Donnell Douglas was a boon for 
St. 
Louis, 
where 
the firm 
employs about 33,000 workers 
and where most of the work 
will be done. But it was a loss 
for the other two aircraft firm s 
—North 
American 
Rockwell 
and 
Fairchild 
H iller—which 
w ere in the bidding. 
The Initial contract released 
Tuesday is for 20 aircraft for 
development and testing purpo­ 
ses at a target price of $1.146 
billion. The first funds to be 
committed amount to $80.24 
million. The project isplanned- 
f о r 520 planes over five years 
at a cost of $6 billion, and the 
long 
range 
projection could 
bring it to 700 planes at a cost 
of $8 billion. 
In 
St. 
Louis, 
Jam es 
S. 
McDonnell, 
chairm an of the 
winning 
company, 
said 
the 
contract would not result in an 
increase in employment at the 
firm ’s main plant. But he said 
the firm would have had to lay 
off 10,000 workers if it had not 
won the contract. The firm will 
do all but 25 per cent of the 
work in St. Louis with the 
balance going out on subcon­ 
tra c ts to California plants and 
sm aller amounts in many other 
states. 
North American Rockwell, of 
Los Angeles, had warned that 
its 60,000 employment level 
would drop to 40,000 by 1976 
unless it landed the contract. 
The firm has been a m ajor 
contractor in the Apollo space 
program which is nearing an 
end.

The women, members of the

How to Make New Candles 


From Bits of Old Ones 


By PO LLY CRAM ER 


D EA R P O L L Y —I am answering Elsa who wanted to 
know what to do with her old candle stubs. I sort them 
by colors, then melt each color separately in an enamel 
(only) coffee pot placed in a pan of hot water. When the 
wax is completely melted, I pour it through a tissue into 
metal tumblers. One well-known brand of tissues does not 
tear when doing this. By straining, the wax is completely 
dirt-free and just like new. When it is firm, slip out of the 
tumbler and wrap in plastic wrap. One-pound metal cake 
pans also could be used. With a supply of different colors 
on hand, simply melt the desired color of wax in the coffee 
pot when you want to make candles. 
No candle is too 
dirty or small to be saved to use this way—even the gold 
and silver-painted ones.—G E R R Y

"UCLA can do everything,” 
the admiring elder Maravich, 
father 
of 
the 
Tiger 
star, 
commented. "They can shoot 
inside and 
they 
can 
shoot 
outside. 
They 
have 
bench 
strength and their guards are 
skilled.” 
A capacity crowd of 12,961 
turned out at Pauley Pavilion, 
mainly drawn by the opportuni­ 
ty of seeing Pete Maravich, the 
greatest scorer since Oscar 
Robertson in collegiate ranks. 
But they saw a tired player 
even though Maravich tallied 38 
points, high for the game but 
his lowest mark of the season. 
Maravich, the player, admit­ 
ted he was "very tired” after 
his third game in four days 
during which the Tigers trav­ 
eled 5,800 miles. And UCLA 
coach John Wooden agreed that 
LSU was "just too tired” to 
appear at their best.

all. 
I ’m

that team myself, not be­ 
cause I expect to make- the 
first team, but to see if the 
players who deserve recog­ 
nition this season actually do 
get it. And, with the players 
doing the voting, I ’m sure 
there won’t be any slip-ups. 
But no matter who picks 
all-star teams, there inevita­ 
bly is an injustice or two.

1 tablespoon butter or margarine

Carefully add enough additional water 
to half cover the decorative arrangement and freeze this combination to anchor 
the decoration. Fill the ring mold with thoroughly cooled coffee and freeze until 
ready to serve COFFEE NOG. 


Beat eggs with salt and water until well mixed. Meanwhile, heat a 9 inch heavy 
skillet, or omelet pan, until a small amount of cold water sizzles and rolls off in 
drops when sprinkled over pan. Add the butter and heat until it sizzles, but do 
not allow to brown. Pour egg mixture in all at once and allow to cook over me­ 
dium heat. As omelet sets, run spatula around edge to loosen. Tilt pan to let 
uncooked portion run underneath. Continue this until omelet is almost dry on top 
and golden brown underneath. Fold in thirds to edge of pan and tilt out onto 
plate. Top with two or three spoonfuls of Spanish topping. 
Spanish Topping: In two tablespoons of butter, sauté a medium size onion, 
chopped and a chopped green pepper. Add a can of stewed tomatoes and simmer 
mixture about five minutes. Salt and pepper to taste. Makes enough for 6 to 8 
omelets.

Reputations 
Live On 
After Death

LOS A N G E L E S - (N E A )- 
There may have been some 
other 
victims, 
that 
night 
when Sharon Tate and her 
friends were butchered. 
Reputations. 
In the first, frantic, fright­ 
ened days after the crime 
was discovered, it became 
fashionable to slander the 
dead. They talked about the 
wild parties in the house, 
about the drug scene, about 
the orgies. The implication 
was clear; the victims died 
as they lived. 
Now, though, there are 
second thoughts. The killers, 
apparently, had no connec­ 
tion with the killed. The vic­ 
tims were innocent of any 
knowledge of why they were 
slain. 


But it is difficult, if not im­ 
possible, to give back the 
reputations that were filched 
before In the minds of the 
public, Sharon Tate, Ja y Se- 
b r i n 
Voityck Frokowski 
and Abigail Folger <only the 
superinnocent victim, Steph­ 
en Parent, was spared being 
tarred by the slander brush) 
all pretty much lived so wild­ 
ly that a tragedy was vir­ 
tually inevitable. 
One who feels this injus­ 
tice particularly strongly is 
a man who should have been 
in that house that night. His 
name is Jerzy Kosinski. If it 
hadn’t been for a goof-up in 
the I’aris airport, he would 
probably be dead today. And 
his reputation, too. 
Ko.sinski is a distinguished 
P o 1 i s h-Amei ican novelist, 
llis latest b Ü D k. “ Steps," 
won the 1969 National Book 
Aw’ard for fiction 
He is a 
permanent fellow' at Wes­ 
leyan University, in Middle­ 
town, Conn., and author-in- 
residence for *970 at Prince­ 
ton 
He is also an old friend of 
both Frokowski and 
Miss 
Tate’s hus band, director 
Itoman Polanski 
“ The slander of Frokow- 
ski,’’ he -ays, “ ia a second 
murder ’’ 


It was Kosinski who intro­ 
duced Frokowhki to Gibby 
F'Jger, the coffee heiress 
and language student 
He 
thought they w o u l d get 
along They did 
“ They were both squares,” 
Ko: in ki said 
Frokowski. r e p u t e d to 


have been such a drug ad­ 
dict, wasn’t, he insists. Kos­ 
inski says that Frokowski 
had been in ill health since 
an automobile accident in 
Poland damaged a kidney. 
The victim had been a strong 
man, a swimming champion, 
but since the accident he had 
lost weight. 
“ He couldn’t even drink 
coffee,’’ Kosinski says. “ He 
had 
given 
up 
cigarettes. 
When his doctor prescribed 
drugs, he couldn’t take them. 
He couldn’t have taken LSD 
or marijuana.’’ 
Kosinski says his friend 
was a man devoid of ambi­ 
tion or the need of money. 
He says if he had wanted 
money, he could have mar­ 
ried Miss Folger. He was far 
from the f o r t u n e hunter 
some stories made him out 
to be 
Kosinski knew S h a r o n 
Tate, too, although not as 
well He says he found her 
“ a simple girl” Polanski 
often told him, he says, how 
amazed he was that his wife 
“ is so unlike a European girl 
— she cannot tell a lie” 
Kosinski 
knew what 
he 
meant. The author had mar­ 
ried an American girl, too, 
and found that quality of 
complete 
truthfulness sur­ 
prising. 
“ We have a saying in Po­ 
land,” he says. “ ‘All the 
honest people vanished in 
the first World War.’ To us, 
honesty is startling.’’ 
Kosinski was in Europe 
and planning a visit to Los 
Angeles, and he was sched­ 
uled to stay at the Polanski- 
Tate home. He cabled that 
he would arrive on Friday, 
But. when he left Paris, they 
mistakenly tagged his bag­ 
gage for New York, so he 
stayed in New York a day to 
straighten that out. 
The murders took place on 
Friday night. The p o l i c e 
found his cable and. at first, 
thought his was the body in 
the car. instead of Parent’s 
“ There is an ancient Jew 
ish-('hristian trait,’’ he says, 
“ of finding fault with a mur­ 
der victim. Since he died un­ 
naturally. the presumption 
is that there must be some­ 
thing unnatural about his 
life, too ’’ 
K o s i n s k i — and many 
others in Hollywood — be 
lieve that is wrong-thinking 
But it may be too late to 
save the reputations of the 
four victims.

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Vietnam peace still elusive at start of 70s 
S H O W B EA T

SAIGON (UPI)—It was early 
in 
the 
1960s, 
1961, 
that a 
Tennessean named Tom Davis 
fell dead on a road near Saigon, 
the first American soldier to be 
killed by Viet Cong fire. 
Since 
then, 
nearly 40,000 
m ore Americans have died in 
combat in Vietnam. But peace 
seem s just as elusive at the 
sta rt of the 1970s as it was at 
that moment on the roadway 
three days before Christm as in 
1961. 
The outcome of the war is 
uncertain, and the end of it 
unpredictable. The multitude of 
peace solutions that have been 
proposed 
around 
the 
world 
often bear an air of unreality 
when tested against the compli­ 
cations of the situation in South 
Vietnam itself. 
Something as seemingly sim­ 
ple as a ceasefire becomes 
exceedingly difficult when one 
considers 
the 
problem s 
of 
enforcing it in a war without 
front lines. So both sides resist 
putting a ceasefire agreement 
ahead of other steps toward a 
settlem ent. 
In Saigon, there is little hope 
for a negotiated settlem ent of 
the 
war 
in 
the 
immediate 
future, 
and 
there 
is 
some 
despair that a final compromise 
will ever be negotiated. 
Both 
the 
A m ericans 
and 
South Vietnamese in charge of 
the war effort here appear to 
be still gearing for a long, hard 
struggle-but a struggle which 
would 
be 
carried 
on 
at a 
diminishing cost to the United 
States. 
The idea behind this long haul 
strategy would be gradually to 
reduce the U.S. troop level in 
South 
Vietnam, 
thus cutting 
casualties 
and 
making 
an 
indefinite continuation of the 
war more acceptable to the 
m ajority 
of 
the 
American 
people. Although President Nix­ 
on has not revealed a precise 
tim etable, the best informed 
sources here fully expect as 
many as 
150,000 m ore U.S. 
troops—including 
all 
combat 
battalions—to be pulled out in 
1970, 
barring 
a 
dram atic 
escalation of the war by Hanoi. 
But 
this 
strategy 
would 
require an extended commit­ 
ment 
of 
American 
support 
troops. The ultim ate goal most 
talked about here and in some 
Washington reports is a reduc­ 
tion to the level of about 200,000 
volunteer sipport troops, who 
would stay on for an indefinite 
number 
of 
years—until 
the 
South Vietnamese Army could 
carry on alone. 
Such a strategy would require 
the continuation of substantial 
m aterial support in the form of 
arm s, ammunition, airplanes, 
artillery , helicopters and econ­ 
omic aid for an undetermined 
number of years. 
This 
has 
long 
been 
the 
strategy 
advocated 
by 
Sir 
Robert Thompson, the B ritish 
counter-insurgency expert who 
recently made an unannounced 
visit to South Vietnam to assess 
the 
situation 
for the White 
House. 
In 
Thompson’s 
view, 
a 
negotiated settlem ent to gain 
an “ honorable” peace is not 
currently an option for Wash­ 
ington “ Because Hanoi would 
agree neither to a ceasefire nor 
to a compromise settlem ent 
which 
did not guarantee an 
eventual 
take-over 
of 
the 
south...” 
According 
to 
Thompson, 
President Nixon faces only two 
apparent options in Vietnam, 
both of them unpleasant—either 
to end the war by“ sellingout,” 
thus leaving the Saigon govern­ 
ment to its own fate, or to 
develop a “ long haul, low cost 
strateg y ,” 
This, of course, is not the 
stated 
Nixon 
adm inistration 
policy, which still holds out 
hope for a negotiated peace, 
and 
many 
of 
Thompson’s 
specific 
proposals might be 
unacceptable 
to 
Washington. 
But the general idea fits in with 
the concept of th e “ Vietnamiza> 
tion” of the war being pushed 
by Nixon, and the “ long haul” 
concept 
is 
reflected in the 
private 
statem ents, 
attitudes 
and planning of U.S. officials in 
Saigon. 
“ It could take three to five 
years before Hanoi was com­ 
pelled to give up her purpose 
and 
to 
negotiate 
a 
real 
settlem ent 
(or 
just 
fade 
away),” Thompson wrote in his 
book “ No Exit from Vietnam” 
published e a rlie r this year. 
“ Even then the United States 
could not relax ,” wrote Thomp­ 
son, 
who was the principal 
architect of the B ritish victory 
over the Malayan Communist 
guerrillas in the late 1950s. “ A 
continuing 
but much 
reduced 
m ilitary 
commitment 
would 
still be required, as in Korea, 
and there 
would be a great 
reconstruction task ahead for 
many years. 
“ This would not be a sim ple 
or easy solution but a complete 
if not altogether happy victory 
could 
still 
be 
won,'* 
he 
concluded, meaning by “ victo­ 


ry ” the establishm ent of a free, 
independent 
and non-Commu- 
nist South Vietnam. 
Such a “ victory,” however, 
could not be guaranteed, in 
Thompson’s view, for at least 
10 to 
15 more y ears. Many 
officials here would consider 
that much too pessim istic an 
assessm ent, but it gives an 
indication of the magnitude of 
the problem . 
The aim of the long haul 
strategy, of course, would be to 
insure that a non-Communist 
government prevails in Saigon, 
because who runs the govern­ 
ment in Saigon is what the war 
is all about. 
Washington cannot guarantee 
the 
success 
of 
such 
an 
approach. Powerful though the 
United States may be, there is 
much in the future situation 
that will be beyond Washing­ 
ton’s control. Much depends on 
the 
progress 
of the Saigon 
government 
and 
arm y, 
and 
significant progress is by no 
means a sure thing. Success 
would also depend greatly on 
the willingness of the American 
people to accept a continuing, 
although lessening sacrifice for 
an indefinite number of years. 
Publicly, the Nixon adminis­ 
tration has not ruled out the 
possibility 
of 
a 
negotiated 
settlem ent. But even in P aris, 
including 
the resignation 
of 
Henry Cabot Lodge as c h i e f 
U.S. 
negotiator, 
as well as 
conditions in Vietnam itself, 
suggest 
bleak prospects for 
com prom ise at the bargaining 
tables in the foreseeable future. 
W estern diplom ats say that 
as long as President Nguyen 
Van Thieu rem ains in power in 
Saigon, 
with continuing U.S. 
support, 
and the present col­ 
lective leadership 
holds sway 
in Hanoi, there is little hope for 
the 
negotiated 
com prom ise 
which Washington says should 
be 
worked 
out 
among 
the 
Vietnamese them selves. 
While Washington may tend 
to view the ultim ate outcome of 
the war in term s of comprom­ 
ise, both Hanoi and Saigon tend 
to 
see 
negotiations as just 
another stage in a struggle to 
the death. 
“ We 
want 
peace 
but not 
peace 
at 
any 
price, 
not a 
com prom ise peace,” said Ge­ 
neral 
Vo 
Nguyen Giap, the 
North Vietnamese defense mi­ 
nister 
and 
victor 
over the 
French at Dien Bien Phu, in an 
interview 
published 
in 
the 
spring of 1969. 
“ For us, peace means total 
victory,” said Giap, the self- 
described Napoleon of North 
Vietnam. 
“ The 
Republic 
of (South) 
Vietnam will not stop short of 
victory no m atter what happens 
i n 
Washington,” 
President 
Thieu told a group of pacifica­ 
tion w orkers last September. 
Each 
side 
insists 
on 
a 
solution that will guarantee its 
own 
ultim ate 
trium ph. That 
virtually elim inates chances of 
a negotiated peace. 
The Viet Cong, backed by 
Hanoi, 
have 
proposed 
the 
formation of a “ peace cabinet” 
in 
Saigon which they would 
hope to control. Thieu, under 
intense 
American 
prodding, 
proposed elections as a solution 
to the war—but elections which 
Saigon would control. 
Even if some agreem ent were 
reached, it would not guarantee 
an end to the fighting. 
“ Whether or not the war will 
resum e after the conclusion of 
agreem ents 
depends 
on 
the 
balance of forces,” said North 
Vietnam ’s General Nguyen Van 
Vinh. “ If we are capable of 
dominating the adversary, war 
’ will not break out again, and 
the converse also holds tru e.” 
All this has led some experts 
to believe that (he Vietnam war 
may never end with a signed 
agreem ent, but drag on incon­ 
clusively for years to come 
even after a substantial with­ 
draw al of U.S. troops. This is 
not a new idea. 
“ There is no quick way out of 
the 
war 
unless 
somebody 
capitulates, 
and 
only 
the 
Am ericans can do that,” said a 
W estern 
diplomat 
who went 
from optimism to pessim ism 
over prospects for peace and 
com prom ise as his tour leng­ 
thened in Saigon. 
“ Americans 
like 
to 
find 
sim ple answ ers to complicated 
questions,” he said. “ But this 
may be a situation where there 
is no solution. I don’t think the 
A m ericans have any choice but 
to muddle on.” 
On the m i l i t a r y front, 
evidence 
indicates 
Hanoi is 
incapable of launching another 
offensive on the scale of the 
TET 
offensive of 1968 that 
lashed most of South Vietnam’s 
cities. The Communist forces 
are still suffering from losses 
incurred 
during 
the 
TET 
attacks. The Viet Cong, native 
southerners, lost some of their 
best men in that offensive, and 
North Vietnamese who are not 
as fam iliar with conditions in 
South Vietnam have been called 
on increasingly to fill their 
places. 
The 
estoated 
tpts, 


Communist strength in South 
Vietnam 
is 
down 
to 
about 
240.000 men as compared with 
270.000 before TET of 1968. 
American 
m ilitary officers 
say 
nevertheless that Hanoi 
still has the capacity to launch 
a m ajor campaign som etim e 
early in 1970. 
On 
the 
Allied 
side, 
the 
“ Vietnam ization” ’ 
program 
whereby combat duties are to 
be transferred from Americans 
to Vietnamese has yet to be 
truly tested. 
The million-man South Viet­ 
nam ese 
government 
arm ed 
fources 
are 
much bette 
equipped now than a year ago 
as a result of a crash program 
to fit everyone with M16 rifles 
and other modern arm s. But 
weak leadership, low m orale 
and desertions, particularly in 
the mainline divisions, rem ain 
m ajor problem s. 
Many 
of 
the 
government 
troops continue to be undisci­ 
plined. They steal, misbehave, 
and m istreat the people. As a 
result, they are heartily dis­ 
liked. 
The 
Communist-led 
forces 
have their m orale problem s, 
too. T errorism has won them 
no 
friends. 
But 
in 
sharp 
contrast with the government 
forces, effective 
leadership, 
discipline and strong m otiva­ 
tion, 
in 
addition 
to 
good 
organizational ability, are still 
m ore evident in their ranks. 
The 
Communist 
losses 
at 
TET 
did 
however 
give the 
government an opportunity. The 
government forces have pushed 
out rapidly into the countryside 
over , the 
past 
14 
months, 
extending the government pre­ 
sence into “ contested” areas 
which they could never hold 
before. But there is some fear 
that the government forces are 
over-extended, and some South 
Vietnam ese 
m ilitary officers 
privately say they cannot hope 
to maintain the current levels 
of security in the countryside 
once large num bers of U.S. 
combat troops are withdrawn. 
So far, the Viet Cong have 
offered surprisingly little resis 
tance to the government drive 
into 
the 
countryside. 
Some 
analysts say it is because the 
Viet Cong are weak and cannot 
strik e back. O thers say the Viet 
Cong still have the capability of 
dealing a heavy blow in the 
ru ral areas, if not in the cities. 
In the past, American m ilita­ 
ry com manders have frequently 
underestim ated the North Viet­ 
nam ese and Viet Cong ability to 
bounce 
back 
after 
repeated 
setbacks. As a result of bitter 
experience, few U.S. m ilitary 
men 
are 
willing to predict 
anything 
like 
the 
imminent 
collapse of the enemy, particu- 
larly 
now 
that 
increased 
reinforcem ents 
and 
supplies 
from 
the 
north 
have 
been 
spotted moving southward once 
again. 
One factor which analysts are 
weighing 
in the equation is 
evidence 
of 
an 
increasing 
breakdown in discipline among 
the North Vietnamese people as 
a result of the relaxation of 
tension that followed last y ear’s 
bombing 
halt. 
But whatever 
this means for the future, no 
one denies that North Vietnam 
is 
still a tightly-controlled, 
totalitarian society capable of 
mobilizing a steady supply of 
men for the war in the south. 
Despite the shock of the TET 
offensive 
and the impending 
withdrawals 
of 
UJS. combat 
troops, the non-Communist poli­ 
tical and religious groups in 
South Vietnam are still feuding 
with one another. 
And President Thieu, whose 
own fledgling political party 
front is already splintering, has 
narrowed his base of support 
rather than “ broadening” it as 
the Americans have urged him 
to do. He has consolidated his 
personal control by placing men 
loyal to him in positions of 
power. The idea of bringing in 
new 
support 
through 
the 
cabinet or through an “ advisory 
council” has not m aterialized. 
Thieu’s government is still a 
m ilitary one. The prim e minis­ 
ter and vice president are both 
.generals like Thieu, and all the 
province and district chiefs, 
men who hold the power of life 
and death in the countryside, 
are m ilitary men. They have 
gained little popular acceptance 
or 
respect, 
partly 
because 
m ilitary men are not respected 
to begin with in the traditional 
order of things in Vietnam and 
partly because ofthe corruption 
which ranges from the top to 
the 
bottom 
of 
the 
whole 
structure. 
“ Corruption among high offi­ 
cials dissipates the motivation 
and 
energies 
of the people 
below them ,” said an American 
doing research in South Vietna­ 
m ese villages, 
“ Corruption is the one thing 
the governm ent's not making a 
dent in,” said a UJS. official. 
“ Many 
people 
sim ply 
dont 
think this government is worth 
fighting for,” 
In the U.S. view, there is no 
alternative to Thieu, at least 


until 
the 
next 
presidential 
election in September, 1971. He 
did, after all, come to power 
under a cloak of constitutional 
legality imposed, 
to a great 
extent, on South Vietnam by 
the United States. 
Good leadership is in short 
supply in South Vietnam, and 
as 
the 
A m ericans 
see 
it, 
Thieu’s ouster of replacem ent 
at this time could well result in 
total chaos and even greater 
internal strife and bloodshed. 
So, 
as another year of war 
begins, the United States stands 
firm ly behind Thieu. 
Russian 
winter 
arrives

MOSCOW 
(UPI)—The 
fear­ 
som e Russian winter that slew 
Napoleon’s arm ies and froze 
H itler’s tanks swept down upon 
Moscow last week. 
It drove tem peratures below 
cheek-nipping 
level. W estern 
newcom ers, lulled by a late fall 
into doubting the severity of 
m other Russia’s last line of 
defense, became believers. 
Both W estern tem porary res­ 
idents 
and 
Soviet 
natives 
launched 
their annual battle 
against 
the devastating cold 
with a combination of fur, felt, 
vodka and perserverance. 
“ Vodka,” said anon-drinking 
Russian 
chauffer, 
“ can 
be 
your salvation in an em ergen­ 
cy. Put it in the radiator.” 
He said methylated spirits 
are som etim es in short supply 
and the only way to keep the 
radiator from bursting is to 
drain it or put vodka in it. 
“ But it’s expensive,” he said, 
“ and some people would rather 
stay inside and drink it.” 
Broken radiators are but a 
minor worry when the tem pera­ 
ture dives below 20 degrees 
centigrade. 
At that tem perature pede­ 
strian s can suffer frostbite, and 
every 
year 
doctors 
caution 
against short skirts and nylon 
stockings. 
Last year the Soviet press 
reported cases of nylon stock­ 
ings freezing to the skin of 
women’s legs, causing painful 
and ugly scars. 
Another w intertim e hazard is 
the Soviet serve-yourself cus­ 
tom in gasoline stations where 
d riv ers must pump their own 
fuel under the supervision of 
woman attendants. 
A diplomat recounted how he 
jumped out of his cozy sedan 
and grabbed the pump one icy 
morning. “ I forgot to put on 
my gloves,” he said. “ My hand 
immediately froze to the pump 
and I had to wait until they 
brought some hot water to get 
me loose.” 
Still another diplomat told of 
the 
day 
he 
was 
strolling 
through Moscow streets bundl­ 
ed warmly in fur hat, boots and 
long coat. 
“ A Russian man grabbed me 
and shoved me into a door­ 
way,” he said. “ I thought I was 
being kidnapped.” ' 
But The Russian assisted by 
other passersby, immediately 
began 
rubbing 
snow on his 
cheeks and nose. 
“ They saw white patches on 
my skin,” he said. “ It was the 
first sign of frostbite, and the 
home remedy is to rub it with 
snow to get the tem perature 
gradually back to norm al.” 
The winter’s effect on Soviet 
industry is so great that the 
Communist 
party 
leadership 
this year launched a “ winteriz­ 
ing” 
campaign 
to 
prevent 
production losses. 
Despite the campaign, 
the 
state airline, Aeroflot, must 
w rite off as much as 10 per 
cent 
revenue 
losses to the 
weather. In the wintertim e the 
airline removes from 5 to 15 
seats from each aircraft and 
installs hangers to accom m o 
date the vast bulk of passen­ 
g ers’ fur coats. 
There is a story, undoubtedly 
apocryphal, 
of

peasant who lived next to the 
Polish border and awoke one 
morning 
to

surveyors 
working near his house. 
“ What are you doing?’ he 
asked. 
“ The border is being moved

The National Investigations 
Committee for Aerial Phenome­ 
na (NICAP) said Air Force 
abandonment of a 21-year-old 
Project 
Bluebook 
program 
means unidentified flying ot> 
jects 
(UFO’s) “ can now be 
given the serious, 
scientific 
attention they require free from 
m ilitary considerations.’’ 
Air Force Secretary Robert 
C. Seamans J r . said in ai> 
nouncing term ination ofthe Blue 
book 
program 
that 
it , “ no 
longer can be justified either on 
the ground of national security 
or in the interest of science.” 
The Air Force said it had 
investigated 12,618 reports of 
UFO sightings and only 701 still 
were classied as unidentified. 
And among those too, it said, 
there was no evidence of any 
threat to national security or 
that they might have originated 
from another planet. 
A NICAP spokesman insisted 
that any sighting that remained 
unidentified remained a “ se­ 
rious problem ” and that “ a 
sm all percentage of all these 
reports appear to be explains 
ble by only one hypothesis; 
namely, 
the 
extraterrestrial 
hypothesis.” 
NICAP, which says it has 
10,000 
dues-paying members 
said in a statement abandon­ 
ment of Project Bluebook is “ a 
welcome development.” 
It added: “ Congress can now 
discuss 
the 
possibility 
of 
turning over UFO investigations 
to a civilian federal agency or a 
private 
scientific 
organiza­ 
tion...The Air Force decision 
increases the need for an active 
program of research and public 
education.” 
NICAP said some scientists 
who 
were 
concerned 
about 
UFO’s might now take a more 
active 
part in investigating, 
now that the government is 
getting out of the business. 


One 
leading 
advocate 
of 
intensive 
UFO 
investigation, 
Dr. Jam es McDonald, senior 
physicist at the University of 
Arizona’s Institute of Atmos­ 
pheric Physics, quickly urged 
the Air Force not to destroy its 
UFO files. 
“ The UFO question cries for 
vigorous scientific study,” he 
said.

WASHINGTON — With the moon walk 
as a fabulous exception the red-letter 
days in 1969 have been few and far be­ 
tween. It has been a bleak year, notable 
for what has not happened than for 
what did. 
Yet the modest be­ 
ginning made in the 
nuclear armes talks 
with the Soviet Union 
could in the long fu­ 
ture mark the year 
now 
ending as the 
start of a new era. 
It could, that is, if

the preliminary dis- 
m 
cussion in Helsinki 
between 
the 
two 
super-powers provides the base for the 
kind of tough, month-after-month nego­ 
tiation essential to an agreement for 
at least a pause in the arms race. 
Before the start of the next phase 
after the Christmas recess the Presi­ 
dent and the National Security Coun­ 
cil must come up with critical decis­ 
ions. 
The Helsinki talks were pre­ 
liminary and tentative. 
In January the 
American delegation must go back with 
negotiating positions to put on the table. 
Those with access to the highly se­ 
cret reports of what has transpired 
thus far believe that it will still be too 
early to put down anything very spe­ 
cific about the multiple warhead, MIRV, 
the newest weapon increasing the nu­ 
clear kill ratio three to four times. 
The preliminary phase has not clari­ 
fied the relative position of the two 
giants. 
But these same sources do not re- 
gard this as a serious handicap. They 
use the analogy of the testing of a new 
motorcar. 
The new car may in test 
runs have been driven 50,000 to 100,000 
miles over desert and mountain roads. 
It does not follow, however, that it will 
be put in production when these runs 
have been completed. So long as MIRV 
is not deployed by either side the chances 
for a letup in the race are at least 
fair. 
Along with the strategic arms limw 
tation talks (SALT) other signs and por­ 
tents show at least a crack of light. 
Secretary of State William P. Rogers 
returned from the NATO council meet­ 
ing, including stops in Paris and Bonn, 
with the feeling that a break in the 
long east-west stalemate is possible. 


The most hopeful portent is the new 
chancellor 
of West Germany, Willy 
Brandt. The talks between Bonn and Mos­ 
cow, sidetracking the mendacious boss of 
East Germany, Walter Ulbricht, carry 
in the initial stage the promise of low­ 
ering barriers between east and west. 
Brandt is moving. He is trying to crack 
the ice that has so long frozen the re­ 
lationship between Bonn and the Com­ 
munist bloc. That is what is really im­ 
portant in this initiative — that and the 
evidence that Moscow wants such a 
break. 
In his talk with the NATO allies Rog­ 
ers made it clear he opposes the kind 
of security conference Moscow is pro­ 
moting. He argued that the mutual renun­ 
ciation of force, which is one of two 
proposals for consideration, is already 
embodied in the United Nations charter. 
The second proposal, for a cultural and 
scientific exchange, is hardly a reason 
for a full • fledged east • west confer­ 
ence. 
But Rogers also made it clear to the 
NATO powers responding affirmatively 
to the idea of a security conference — 
Norway, Denmark, the Netherlands — 
that he favors further exploration of the 
concept. In bilateral talks soundings can 
be taken on whether other and more vi­ 
tal issues should be the subject of such 


a conference. He did not rule out the pos­ 
sibility of a conference with some sub­ 
stance. 
The American position in Western 
Europe is stronger than in some years, 
in Rogers’ belief. The new regime in 
France — Georges Pompidou as presi­ 
dent and Jacques Chaban • Delmas as 
prime minister — is steadily swinging 
away from the anti-American attitude of 
General De Gaulle. While the close mili­ 
tary collaboration of a decade ago will 
never be restored, France Is moving to­ 
ward cooperation within the frame of the 
Atlantic world. 
As early as 1970 Britain may become 
a member of the European common mar­ 
ket even though serious obstacles In a|-. 
riculture 
still stand in the way. Here 
again Willy Brandt is the prime mov­ 
er. He is showing, despite the narrow 


majority he has in the Bundestag, that the 
ice of caution can be cracked if there 
is only a will to do it. 
Dancing in the streets and the release 
of those doves of peace may still be a 
fairly long way off. Yet the hopeftal glow 
on the horizon of the upcoming year 
cannot be dismissed. Another tragic 
accident such as has cut across 
openings in the past can blight the 
present timid beginning. And, sad to 
say, those who believe that any agree 
ment with the Soviet is a sellout will 
do their best to jimmy the arms 
The 
prospect for a real break in the 
cold war is surely the best thing the 
Nixon administration has going. If it 
succeeds, so much else both at home 
and abroad will fall into place.
